BAD SANITARY CONDITION

Complaint of Citizen lespecting Two Streets
in Esmet pessant.

Report Ia Reaponse Ma4e by Acting

Health ojieew-erets

I ILaw.

Mr. Carl Hoffman. a resident and proper-
ty owner in Mt. Pleasan:, several weeks
ago complained -to the District Commission-
ers of, the inn-nitary condition of Grant
and School stTe-ts in Mt. Pliasant. He also
protested hgainst the iemovail of the brick
gutters on Grant street. Uron Investiga-
tIng the cohnph.;nt. it was ascertained by
the Commissioners that there was no in-
tention on the part of the mnrticipality to
remove the gutters.
"it seems to me," wrote Mr. Hofman.

"that even the engineer department does
not know that on all these streets leading
to the Johnson School not the faintest re-
-mblasice to a gutter exists, except in
front of my place, where the improvements
w*ere made by me. No drainage, no sewer
tiraps. only mudholes. led year in and year
,ut with stagnant water. Any business man
would be held in cttntempt if he should
keep his place in such a shameful state of
'lirt and mud as are the snrroundtngs of
the Johnson School, Mt. Pleasant. As the
honorable Commissioners are aware. Ohe
school is again under the ban of disease.
and a number of children are down with
sickness. Lately. experts have been inves-
tigating the sanitary conditiohi of sewer-
age, heating and airing the building. Per-
mit me It Ixwess mniy opinion that the
source of danger Is outside.

"All the streets leading to the school are
only mudholes. in the truest sense of the
word. After any rain the mudholes turn
into mndlakes. The children going to
school have to wade through this mud and
dirt. Is it any wonder children take sick.
sitting in closed. crowded rooms, with mud-
soaked shoes and garments?

Abuse of Sewer connection.
"t sems to me," continued Mr. Ioff-

man, "almost criminal neglect in which this
section Is left in regard to grading, curb-
stones, gutters and pavements. Both In
School and Grant streets there are water
and sewers. but, permit the Impertinent
question. How is it that the argus-eyed
police and health departments do not per-telve that several houses close to the school
are left without sewer connection? All the
drainage of these houses and stables goes
ad lihitum into the streets surrounding the
school. Some stables, housing a number
of cows and horses. are, to my knowledge,
without proper sewerage. All this seems to
me to make the question plain why the
Johnson School Is considered unhealthy.
Permit mae to offer you at any time my ser-
vices or testimony in regard to my letter."
Mr. H. C. McLean. the acting health offl-vi-r. teported to the Commissioners that an

inspector of the bealhh department, upon
investigating the complaint. discovered that
of' the houses complained of only one is
owned by a resident of the District, The
health department, explained lr. McLean,
is, therefore, uinable to force compliance
with the provisions of the drainage act in
these cases. In the case of the house own-
ed by a resident cf the District he stated
that notice has been served upon the owner,
requiring him to connect the premises with
the public sewer and nater main.

Neede.d Amendmenvl.
Mr. Hoffman has been notified by the

'ommisslion rs in accordance with the re-

ports made to them In the case, which, it
is uinl'rstood. presents in their opinion an-
other argument in favor of such amend-
n ent of existing laws *as will permit them
to enforce- the laws not only where the
property at fault Is owned by a resident.

it also in this, cases in which It is found
to be owned by a non-resident. It Is prob-
able that the Commissloners will ask Con-
nress to so emend these laws. it having
,een suggested that notice to non-resident
property owners could be given by publica-
tion.

they were never before sot widely distrib-
uted, nor sold so cheanly at Interior points,
as now. Btananas are now sokd,, not as
rarities. but mnore or less commonly, in
all parts of the country; practically every-
where; the eastern part of the country be-
ing supplied from Atlantic. ports, and the
MississIoni valley and the western half
from New Orleans. Costa Rica bananas
are now shtiged from New Orleans over
pretty much all the western country, to the
Pacific coeat.

noon or tonight. The prisoner will in all
probability be taken to the county Jail at
Leesburg. unless it is deemed advisable to
take him elsewhere for safe keeping.
At the time the crime was committed the

people of the tounty in the vicinity of Mid-
dlehurg were greatly excited and it is stated
the murderers might have been summarily
dealt with had they been then apprehended.Harrison Thompson. brother of the mant
Who is now under arrest. is charged with
having inflieted the fatal wound. He has
not yet been arrested.
Middleburg is a small town about seven-

teen miles from IA-esburg and eight miles
from "The 'Plains." a station on the South-
ern railway. It is a local option town, and
if lMquor is 1used there it has to be pur-chased in some other county. On the nightof the mturder Richard Thomupson. the pris-
oner, had a supply of whisky,. which he
had carried to Middhburg, probably from
a-n illicit distillery in the mountains. and he
committed stindry offenses, for which the
town srgeant arrested him. le was in
custody only a short time before he was
released.

The Crime (Comnmitied.
In the meanwhile a woman had notilied

his brother Harrison of the arrest. The
latter objected to the treatment of his
brother and went in search of the towri
sergeant, fituing him on the main street.
Trouble followed. andi Harrison Thompsonmsed a knife on the law officer. inflicting a
wound which caused the latter's death.
Both Thompsons fled soon after the deed

was committed. and as it was then be-
tween 10 and 11 o'clock at night the citi-
zens who went in pursuit of them failed to
get on their track.
A descriptive circular offering a reward

of "4to for the arrest and delivery of both
men was issued and mailed in every direc-tion, tPhe arrest of Richard Thompson atWinchester was retorted. but the man ar-rested there proved to be some one -othertharr the one who was so badly wanted.

It was known that Richard Thompsonhad spent several years of his life In thiscity. driving a haek. and It was believed
both men had been here. Tley were seen
at Harper's Perry soon afAer the nturder
was committed, but at that time the liar-
per's Ferry officlals knew nothing of thecrime.

His Arelal Here.
Richard Thonpson reached this city

about three weeks ago, and since then he
has spent sevBal-days:In taltimore. Col-
,,red people who, knew- him and knew he
was wanted for murd-r were afraid of him,
and it was probably due to their fears ex-
